Bill Provides Broadeastine’ 


of Drv-Law Convictions 
to All Courts 


DES MOINES, Ia.. Jan. 22 (Spe- 
cial)——-Compilation, publication and 
distribution of lists of all sorts of 
liquor law violators among enforce- 
ment officers throughout lowa is 
called for in a bill introduced in the 
Iowa Legislature with the indorse- 
ment of the Attornev-General's office. 
The measure, drafted by legislative 
representatives of tefperance = or- 
ganizations, would supplement the 
“persistent violator” act. 

The aim of the proposed law is to 
make. impossible the practice now 
alleged to be common among )boot- 
leggers of moving into the jurisdic- 


‘tion of another district court when- 


ever they have been tied elsewhere 
by liquor injunctions and stafting in 
the fresh field secure in the proba- 


bility that the new court will not! 


learn of the records against them. 
B. J. Gibson, Attorney-General, be- 
lieves that free distribution of liquor 
law prosecution records in such a 
way that every county attorney can 
have constantly available the names 
of every person with a record in

The bill, introduced by Lafe Hil] 
of Floyd County, would require clerks 
of district courts to make complete 
lists of all liquor law violators con- 
victed since Jan. 1, 1915, within 30 
days after the act becomes effective. 
These lists would be sent to the 
State Bureau of Identificationd® which 
would distribute them to all sheriffs. 
county attorneys and chiefs of police 
in cities of 5000 or more population. 

After the first list had been broad- 
cast, clerks would be required to 
certify to the bureau within 10 duys 
following conviction the names ot 
new violators, these to be _ incor- 
porated in semiannual supplements 
to the original pamphlet. 

Appearance of a name on this 
official list would be made by the law, 


prima facie evidence of conviction and.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22—Presi- 
dent Coolidge invited members of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee to dine with him at the White 
House last evening. It Was an im- 
promptu affair and followed closely 
upon the action of the Senate in 
asking for the text of the Purits 
azreement and all other information 
bearing upon the terms of tne 
agreement, also the adoption of the 
naval bill amendment asking Pres! 
dent Coolidge to call a conference 
to meet in Washington for the limi- 
tation of land and sea armaments 
The latter was by unanimous con- 
sent and without debate; the former 
was sponsored by the _ irreconcil 
ables. 

This is the first stép in the issue 
of control of the foreign policies of 
the United States. The State Depart- 
ment. has had the matter well in hand 
and Mr. Coolidge desires to have the 
initiative remain with the executive 
department. At the same time he 
earnestly desires to work on friendly 
basis with the Senate. To that end 
he asked members of the Foreign 
Relations Committee to dine infor- 
mally with him last evening.

LONDON, Jan. 22—One of Great 
Britain's five leading banks, also two 
discount companies, have now come 
out with weighty support for the gold 
standard for Great Britain in opposi- 
tion to proposals equally strongly 
forwarded by economists and pro- 
gressives headed by John M. Keynes, 
who would base this currency upon 
the commodity price index as being 
more stable. 

In his presidential address _ fo 
Barclay’s Bank today, published 
here, Frederick C. Goodenough de- 
clares it “certain that sterling will 
return to gold parity,” the only ques- 
tion being the precise date, which he 
holds “cannot be far distant.” It is

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22—A favor 
abie report on the World Court to 
day is the first crystallization of 6ent 
iment of the National Conference on 
the Cause and Cure of War.

be highly regrettable, and two or 
three days’ adjournment for private 
discussions would not be wasted. He 
therefore moved an adjournment un- 
til next Saturday. 

This was seconded by the Finnish 
delegate, who said he was sure that 
America had come there for business, 
and that the British were not there 
for obstruction. Good will existed, he 
said, and must be found. 

The Australian delegate emphati- 
cally denied a report that he intended 
to vote in favor of the American pro- 
posals, as he regarded them as out- 
side the scope of the conference. 
They had been fully discussed, and 
rejected by certain countries, for 
reasons apparently justifiable under 
the existing conditions. The Amer- 
cans had asked for a discussion, and 
he hoped they would be satisfied. 

Mr. Porter replied that he had not 
asked merely for a discussion, but 
for complete consideration. He Was 
willing to accept the Swedish pro- 
posal, but he stated he could not 
agree to any treaty which would not 
effectively suppress the opium 
traffic. 

Viscount Cecil also accepted the 
Swedish motion, adding: “I may say, 
for Mr. Porter, that I make no dec- 
laration in advance as to what I 
will or will not accept.” 

The motion was unanimously 
adopted. In the meantime the com- 
mittees will continue work, so the 
interval will not be wasted.

Now that the Span- 
ish have actually retired from a 
large part of the zone which was at- 
tributed to them, France, Engiand 
and Italy are showing the utmost in- 
terest in the future of the evacuated 
regions. The British would desire

if there are to be any changes, and 
italy is insistent that it shall not be 
left outside any of the discussions. 


The French, on the other hand, de- 
clare that the matter is one chiefiy 
concerning them and the Spanish. 
if the Spanish fail to carry out the 
‘(uties which were assigned to them 
m their zone, then it becomes, with- 
out further debate, the duty of the 
French to do everything for the 
preservation of order in the disaf- 
fected regions. The French have 
contracted to do so, and moreover- 
they feel that the presence of an in- 
dependent republic in the Rif on the 
borders of their own territory, may 
constitute a danger to them. 


It is interesting, therefore, to in- 
quire what is the precise position set 
up by the existing accords, arrange- | 
ments and treaties of France, Eng- 
land, and Spain—-for apart from its 
interest in Tangier, Italy” hardly 
appears to count in Morocco, though 
it would like to turn any interna- 
‘ional discussions to some advan- 
lage. 


Morocco a Single Country 


it should always be remember tint 
Morocco remains in law a single ter- 
ritorial and political country under 
the authority— whether that author- - 
ity be nominal or effective—of the 
Sultan. It is true that there is a 
zone which the Spaniards have en- 
<aged themselves to protect, and a 
zone Which the French have engaged 
themselves to protect, but the legal. 
viewpoint ig that Morocco remains a 
unit. There exists, it is pointed out, 
no treaty between Spain and the 
Sultan of Morocco. There does exist 
between the Suitan of Morocco and 
France a treaty of protection to 
which there is no third party. 

The Anglo-French Treaty of April 
3, 1904, leaves the British a free 
hand in Egypt,. and leaves’ the 
french a free hand in Morocoo. It, 
refers to the Spanish zone of influ- | 
ence in the following terms: 

Concerning the zone which will be | 
given to Spain, the French Govern- 
ment will come to an arrangement, 
with the Spanish Government and 
will communicate to the British Gov- 
ernment any accord which may be 
made between France and Spain. 

On Oct. 3, 1904, Spain adhered to. 
the “Franco-British declaration of | 
April.“ Article 7 of the Franco-Span- | 
ish accord states: 

Spain engages itself not to alienate 
nor to cede under any form, even 
temporarily, all or part of the terri- 

tories which are the subject of the 

present convention. | 

Thus, in retiring from part of the. 
yone attributed to Spain, it is con-. 
tended that Spain has broken its con- 
tract and that in law it is open to. 
France, which has a direct treaty. 
with the Sultan, to throw its protec-. 
tion over the alienated and ceded ter- | 
ritories. 


Franco-Moroccan Treaty 


it was only in March, 1912, that 
the Franco-Moroccan treaty of pro- 
tectorate was concluded, and. this_ 
treaty was followed on Nov. 27 of the 
same vear by a Franco-Spanish ac-_ 
cord for the allocation of the zones 
of influence in Morocco. The French 
Government recognizes that in the 
zone attributed to Spain, it is for the 
Spanish Government to preserve the 
tranquillity of the territory, and to 
lend its assistance to the Moroccan 
Government for the introduction of 
all the administrative, financial, ju- 
djcial, social and military reforms 
which may be necessary. 

Spain also adheres to Art. 4 of the 
Anglo-French Treaty of 1904, and re- 
news its engagement not to alienate 
nor to cede under any form, even | 
temporarily, all or part of the terri- 
tories, placed under its influence.

Communists Warn France 


The Communist newspaper, Hu- 
manite, constantly warns the French 
that events are so shaping themselves 
that an extension of the French zone 
probable. They cry out against 
the possibility of an attack upon 
the Riffians. In so far as they hav» 
any influence, the whole of their 
‘agitation would be directed toward 
rendering impossible the use. of 
French soldiers for the pacification 
of territories at present outside the 
French zone. 

With the example of Spain before 
them, the French Government may 
well hesitate. It is nearly three 
months ago that Primo de Rivera, 
after Spain had sustained the most 
severe losses, decided to evacuate a 
considerable part of the Spanish 
zone. He endeavored to withdraw 
upon a new line. A-withdrawal ctf 
this kind is always a dangerous 
operation, and Primo de Rivera dis- 
covered this truth to his cost in the 
present instance. The storv of the 
fighting has already been told. 

The Spanish were hard pressed 
and had the utmost difficulty in 
escaping from towns which were 
invested by the enemy. Moreover, 
the Moroccan tribes which had been 
previously peaceful, were stirred al 
the view of the hereditary enemy in 
retreat. Even the Anjeras, who in- 
habit the country about Tangiers 
and Tetuan, and appear to be the 
most pacific of peoples, took up 
arms. For a moment there were 
fears for safety of Tangier, which 
is an internatioral port «under an 
entirely different régime. Happily 
these fears were not confirmed.

Cramped as these quarters are, 
Mrs. Thompson says in letters to the 
American Friends of Greece Society 
of this city, the refugees who live 
in them are far better off than their 
less fortunate comrades, forced to 
take shelter in “boxes, water-soaked 
warehouses, or street corners.” 

Mrs. Thompson is the wife of the 
Supervising architect of the new 
Gennadeion Library being built at 
the American School of Classical 
studies at Athens. Her observations 
of the refugee situation are held by 
those famjliar with the case to re- 
fute once and for all certain news- 
paper reports that the refugee prob- 
lem in Greece is “solved.” 

Villages Established 

“Greeks in America gave the 
money for one of the new ‘villages’ 
growing up around the city of 
Athens,” says Mrs. Thompson. “It 
consists of about 300 tiny one-room 
houses, and known as the Coun- 
dourlotis Camp. About 30 of these 
houses run along in a row with one 
roof. They look like bathing houses 
with all the bareness of the seashore 
and none of the beauty of the sea. 

“But these little houses seem veri- 
table palaces to the refugee with his 
family used to sleeping in the in- 
fested, water-soaked warehouse in 
the Pirmus. Some 2500 people were 
selected to live ‘here. They came 
mostly from the bathing houses at 
Phaleron, which became uninhabi 
table. Each tiny room houses five

Through the aid of 
the American Friends of Greece 
many thousands of the women and 
girls who had been going from door 
to door asking people to buy their 
embroideries, are now 
in workshops. 

Workshops Started 


In the Coundouriotis camp a work- 
Shop is keeping 50 workers busy. 
Lack of funds prevents it from grow- 
ing larger: The whole town rejoices 
when news comes that more workers 
will be taken on. “The forewoman 
goes through the camp and choses 
20 women and girls who most 
need aid,’ says Mrs. Thompson 

Much of the cloth and silk made 
here is beautiful, she declares. The 
finished bags and dresses and scarfs 
are sent to America, sold, and the 
proceeds returned to continue. the 
work. 

In one hut lives a widow from 
sparta, Asia Minor, who only gets 7 
drachmas a day.

In another hut lives one of the 
woman weavers.

It had been part of a tea set 
and came with her dowry, maay 
years before.” 

Miserable as these huts seem, they 
set a level of luxury far above what 
the other refugees have. A camp 
policeman is necessary to keep other 
refugees from slipping into camp 
uninvited. Even in this village lack 
of funds makes it necessary to 
charge a emall rent on occupants. 
Food is not distributed. 

11,000 Refugees Housed 

In the Pancratie community the ref- 
ugee settlement committee, which is 
the body operating under the League 
of Nations supervision, has estab- 
lished 2776 rooms, housing 11,000 
refugees. There is a long. waiting 
list of new refugees seeking to get 
The American Friends of Greece 

100 women and girls working 
here.

Stephen’s were thoroughly tested by 
Sir Hugh Allen, fellow of New Col- 
lege and professor of music at Ox- 
ford. Sir Hugh proneunced each 
bell perfect in tune and tone and if 
is believed he will test the other 15 
bells before they are dispatched to 
this country. 

The carillon now being fabricated 
as the gift of John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
for the Park Avenue Baptist Church 
will have 53 bells. The carillon 
upon which M. Lefevere plays in 
Mechlin has 45. The magnificent 
carillon at Ghent has 53 bells. It is 
thus to be seen that the little town 
of Cohasset has approched a place 
of worthy comparison with the great 
ecarillons of the world.

It 
publishes a monthly bulletin which 
treats of all that advanced and 
enlightened in modern education. In 
the writer’s experience, there are few 
thinking Spaniards who do not give 
the Institucion a great share of the 
credit for anything that is truly pro- 
eressive in modern Spanish life. 

This is a sweeping statement. It 
case of the legend being truer 
than the fact.

HEN Tucklote first appeared 
at our tepees, we were camp- 
ing on the Arkansas River, 
near the mouth of the Big Canadian. 
| remember so well a big syca- 
more log, hollow from one end to the 
other, which lay in the midst of the 
tepees.

Bertel Thorvaldsen 

ANY vears ago a little boy lav 
in bed watching the moon- 
beams. In the daylight the 
room looked bare and almost ugly, 
but in the soft moonlight everything 
became transformed. He was such 
a tiny boy that it would have been 
hard for him to explain why he felt 
so interested as he watched the flick- 
ering shadows making patterns on 

the floor. He did not want to sleep. 
As the moon rose higher the 
moonbeams played first on one ob- 
ject and then on another until at 
length his mother’s spinning wheel 
was lighted up and attracted Bertel's 
attention. He had often stood be- 
side his mother as she spun and 
wished that he, too, could make the 
wheel go whirling around. This 
seemed to be a splendid opportunity | 
to make an attempt, so very softly | 


he crept out of bed and began to in- 


vestigate the different parts. It was) 
not long before he had it in motion 
and you may imagine the surprise of 
his parents when they were awak- 
ened in the middle of the night by 
the wh-r-r-r, whr-r-r of the spinning 
wheel. 

When grew up to be 
a man and became known to the 
world as Thorvaldsen, the great 
Danish sculptor, this is one of the 
stories that he used to tell about 
himself, although he spoke very little 
of his childhood.

the Kongens Nytorv (The King’s New 


Market), which lies in the center of 
Copenhagen, he would be reminded 
of how as a small boy he, in com- 
pany with several other lads of his 
own age, would delight to play with 
the sentry box, which was only oc- 
cupied by a sentry during the night.” 
It was a favorite game for one of 
their number to get inside while the 
others.spun it around as fast as pos- 
sible. Needless to say the guards 
chased the boys away whenever they 
caught them at this amusement. 

Gotskalk Thorvaldsen,'  Bertel’s 
father. had not always lived in 
Copenhagen. The family had been 
known and respected in Iceland for 
nine generations. When Gotskalk 
was a young man he had shown 
some talent for wood carving. 
those days ships of importance were 
always decorated with figureheads 
and as Copenhagen was then famous 
for its shipyards, it was decided that | 
Gotskalk should be sent to the 
Danish capital to earn his livelihood. 
He obtained employment in one of | 
the shipyards and it may be that | 
Bertel had his first lessons in wood | 
carving from him. 

It would also seem that Gotskalk | 
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Boy 


Thorvaldsen gave his little son 
instruction in reading and writing. 
for there is no record of Bertel hav- 
ing been to school. It is well kuown 
that he was continually handicapped 
by his lack of education, and we are 
told by those who knew him, that 
long after he had reached manhood 
and attained fame he tried to 
quire, not only a knowledge 
Classics, but a better command 
his native language. 

Hie must have been about 11 ve: 
old when a friend, recognizing his 
unusual talent, managed to have him 
admitted to the Arts Academy. For- 
tunately there was nothing to pay or 
it might have been impossible for 
Bertel to attend the classes, for 
Gotskalk Thorvaldsen had little or 
no money at this time. 

After a while the boy progressed 
so well that he was able to assist hi: 
father with his drawings. Sometimes 
they would work in the shipyard to- 
gether or at home where they carved 
wood frames for pictures and mir- 
rors. It was quite a usual thing to 
see the father and son carrying their 
handiwork from house to house to 
find a customer. 

Some vears later Bertel went 
the Modeling School and came under 
the influence of Nicholas Abildgaard, 
the artist. known as “The Father of 
Danish Painting.” Abildguard was 
much attracted by the rare talents

plies. ‘They realize, that how 
ever much they might like to deal 
generousiy with one another in the 
matter, this is impossible while the 
United States asks for full payment, 
for they are obliged to ask from one 
another what they must pav to her. 

In such a complicated problem, it 
might be a wise step editorial 
concludes, appoint another 
“Dawes” Commission, to collect all

light as possible upon them, to help 
to a wise and just solution.

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EDITORIALS 


The international conference convened under 
the authority of the League of Nations at 
Geneva to bring about 
the suppression of the 
traffic in opium, does 
not. unfortunately, ap- 
pear to be making much 
progress. It is extremely 
difficult for the outsider 
to understand exactly 
what is going on. for the 
conference seems to have got bogged in a maze 
of treaty and legalistic confusions, quite like the 
effect of opium itself. Moreover, the practical 
problem is a very difficult one to solve. Opium 
is derived trom the poppy, which can be grown 
almost anywhere. It is not a bulky product, and 
its deadly derivatives can be smuggled almost 
without fear of detection. And there is no inter- 
national government which can frame or en- 
force laws to restrict its sale or_production. The 
United States has discovered the difficulty ot 
suppressing within its own territory the produc- 
tion and sale of a comparatively bulky product 
like aleohol. The problem of the international 
suppression of the drug traffic by many goveri- 
ments, in all stages of civilization, is therefore 
manifestly extremely complicated. 

It is certain that the fundamental standpoint 
of the American delegation is right, that the 
only method of de aling with this crying evil is 
at the source: that is, by the control and even- 
tual stoppage of the production of opium, every- 
where, except such as is demanded for medicine 
or scientific purposes. Wholesale smuggling of 
‘(he drug is inevitable so long as it can be pro- 
duced at all for sale. The practical problem, 
however, is how to control the cultivation of the 
poppy in those huge areas in India, Indo-China, 
China, Persia and the Near East, where it is 
erown for profit today. where governments are 
ineflicient, weak, or-otherwise hindered in their 
attempts to interfere with the habits of the 
people, and where public opinion is hostile or 
inert. Obviously results can only be attained by 
a remarkable combination of. wisdom, perstst- 
ence, and knowledge, in ali concerned. 

The Monitor cannot dogmatize as to 
effective international co-operation is to be 
brought about or who is principally to blame for 
failure or delay. But one conclusion does seem 
to be clear, that the conference itself has not 
been handled with very great wisdom... In mat- 
ters of this kind plain speaking and importunity 
are essential, if inertia and obstruction are to be 
removed. But for several vears now the inter- 
national opium conferences have presented to 
the world a singularly unedifving spectacle of 
continuous wrangling and recrimination. It is 
certain that no results are ever reached by that 
method, and if the. conference, which is now 
in session, is unable to lift itself out of the rut 
of fruitless argumentation and ‘intrigue in 
which it seems to have got stuck, the sooner it 
makes way for a*more effective body, the better 
it will be. 

Few practical reforms are more important 
than the suppression of the traffic in harmful 
drugs. But it is well to remember in this ques- 
tion as in all similar ones that repression by law, 
though a valuable help, is in itself no solution 
of the problem. The taking of drugs is not a 
cause, it is an effect. and the effect will not be 
removed except by destroying the cause. That 
cause fundamentally lies in long-established 
national habits in the Kast, and in certain as- 
pects of Western civilization itself. The real 
eause of the spread of the use of morphine, 
heroin, and other opium derivatives in the West 

and there are said to be no less than 1,000,000 
addicts in the United States alone-—is not the 
existence of the drug, but the restless struggle 
for money and pleasure and excitement, which 
is so characteristic of our times. Suppress 
drugs and leave the unsatisfied restlessness and 
thirst for pleasure of the modern -world un- 
changed, and the appetite will infallibly break 
out in another and, in all probabilitv, a more 
subtle form. 3 

The only real and final antidote to opium is 
not the law, but the substitution by the indi- 
vidual of the love of spiritui il things for the love 
of this worid. Si. Paul, many centuries ago 
taught the lesson with unerring insight. He set 
forth the works of the flesh in all their naked- 
ness: uncleanness, lasciviousness, variance, 
emulations, envyings, and so on. There is the 
real cause of the drug habit, for people go to 
drug 
despair and wretchedness and general disability, 
which surrender to the lure of this world brings 
in its train. And he pointed no less clearly to 
ihe only real remedy, when he said, “But the 
fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, long suffer- 
ing, gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, tem- 
perance. It is a good thing to try and suppress 
by legal means the traffic in drugs, but the evil 
will not disappear until mankind realizes that 
it can obtain the satisfaction and relief and hap- 
piness which today it seeks in drugs only by 
seeking the things of the Spirit.

States, in the form cf 
streamflow regulation and hydroelectric power, 
irrigation, and incidentally the prevention of 
an appalling loss of soil, through erosion, due 
to floods caused by uncontrolled drainage. 

It has been shown by an interesting compila- 
tion of data that one cubic mile of topsoil and 
an enormous volume of water which should be 
conserved for irrigation and the reneration of 
power sweep down the Mississippi River and 
into the Gulf of Mexico annually. This loss of 
soil may not appear, at first glance, to be im- 
portant. But when it is pointed out that a cubic 
mile of solids of this character represents the 
equivalent of three inches.,of topsoil from 
13,000,000 acres of land. and that this waste 


S principally as a means of escape from the 


is repeated annually, a somewhat different as- 
pect is given to the matter. In the entire Mis- 
sissippi Valley there are @pproximately 780,- 
000,000 acres, and it is from this section that 
80 per cent of the food and raw materials upon 
which the national prosperity is sustained 
come. This soil cannot be rebuilt. The only 
course remaining is to conserve existing 
deposits 

Of course it is realized that the prevention of 
floods and the conservation of surface waters in 
this great basin is no simple task. Only by 
providing dams and reservoirs in the source 
streams and tributaries can waste be prevented. 
Niagara and the St. Lawrence are regarded by 
the people of the United States and Canada as 
the great potential power producers. And yet 
it is a fact that during the flood period of L912, 
to cite an example, a volume of water almost 
five times as great as that flowing over Niagara 
Malls passed down the Mississippi and into the 
Gulf. It is urged that with this waste prevented 
and the waters stored in valleys and gorges, 
there would be water for irrigation in those 
sections where it is needed, water available for 
all-year stream regulation which would make 
the navigation of many rivers possible, and im- 
pounded water for power development On a 
scale comparable, at least, to the latent enerey 
of Niagara and the St. Lawrence. 

It requires no great stretch of the imagina- 
tion to see the benefits of such conservation to 
agriculture, transportation, manufacturing, and 
industry in general. The persistent query is 
why this development has not been undertaken. 
it is explained that the groundwork fer it was 
once laid, but that all plans were interrupted 
when Congress repealed what was known as 
the New lands section of the Rivers and Harbors 
Bill enacted in the year 1917. This act con- 
tained provisions for the formation of a tech- 
nical commission which would make a survey 
of soil, water and transportation resources, and 
report to Congress a plan for their conserva- 
tion. The war came on and the President never 
appointed the commission. In 19LY the section 
of the law was repealed. 

Marly in January, Representative O'Connor 
of Louisiana introduced in the Llouse a measure 
re-enacting the Newlands law. The passage of 
this bill is being strongly urged by its friends 
upon the theory that the present national 
Water Power Commission is not invested with 
authority to carry on the necessary preliminary 
investigations. The problem is national rather 
than sectional, and its solution comprehends 
much more than the supervision and regulation 
of existing water-power sources. In the far west 
and southwest there must be provided more 
facilities for the irrigation of arid and semi- 
arid lands. In the middle west there exists the 
pressing need of flood prevention. Everywhere. 
east, west, north and south, are the related 
problems of cheap power development and 
Water transportation. 


During the past year the new Polish Republie 
has made notable progress toward a _ better 
economic foundation, 
both = at home and 
abroad. Under the pre 
miership of Mr. Grabski, 
a tinancial expert rather 
than a party man, it has 
ceased territorial expan- 
sion and has devoted it- 
self instead to internal 
reconstruction and = foreign readjustment. 
Though there is not vet peace on all frontiers 
and though the national minorities problem has 
not yet been solved, even if ameliorated, the 
resuscitated state is on a considerably sounder 
economic foundation than it was at the end 
of 1923. 

Mr. Grabskis first measure was to stop the 
printing of fiat money. The old paper marks 
are now worthless. Railroad fares were in- 
creased and taxes raised so that the public in- 
come matched the outlay. Then a new state 
bank was started, the greater part of the capital 
being subscribed in Poland, and a new gold cur- 
rency was introduced. Being fully covered, the 
zloty has remained stable, and as a consequence 
a new feeling of confidence has taken root in 
the country. 

The reverse side of the shield was the busi- 
ness depression and increased unemployment 
that followed the deflation. In addition there 
was last fall a. partial failure of crops. The cost 
of living, being suddenly reckoned in gold, rose 
considerably, causing, hardships to certain 
classes of the population. To ease these cir- 
cumstances the Government advanced credits 
to agricultural banks—in all 63,000,000 zlotvs— 
appropriated relief money for the unemployed, 
and took certain definite steps to promote for- 
eign trade. 

To stimulate the export of coal, for instance. 
it canceled the tax on that combustible. — [y» 
order to prepare for the investment of foreign 
capital in Polish enterprises it funded its debts 
to England and the United States and six other 
countries. In Italy it obtained a loan. With 
the Swedish match interests it has negotiated 
a lease of the monopoly on matches, thereby 
assuring itself of practically a doubled income 
and a steady export trade in that commodity. 
I‘rench capital has been placed in the new 
harbor works at Gdynia and in the petroleum 
wells, English and American capital in various 
industries, including factories and metal works 
at Posen, and Swedish capital in the locomotive 
plant at Chrjanow. But still niore foreign 
capital is wanted, and as the country’s stability 
seems more and more assured it will no doubt 
come. 

To offset the handicap of the protective 
tariff, which Poland, like the other new Euro- 
pean states, threw around itself, an impressive 
series of special commercial treaties have al- 
ready been concluded and more are in the 
course of preparation. To the press representa- 
tives at Warsaw, Premier Grabski was able to 
announce at the end of 1924 that such treaties 
had been signed with France, Holland, Sweden. 
Denmark, and Switzerland, and that negotia- 
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tions for others had been begun with Germany, 
Italy, Czechoslovakia, Spain, the United States, 
Canada, Brazil, Greece, Bulgaria, Portugal, 
Kstonia, and Persia—a remarkable list indeed, 
Most promising for improved relations in the 
future are those with Germany .and Czecho- 
Slovakia. 

Containing reciprocity provisions, such 
treaties cannot fail to stimulate an exchange of 
goods for the benefit of both parties. Sw edish 
exports to Poland, for instance, have been 
granted a duty reduction of from 30 to 40 per 
cent. They are such manufactured articles as 
electric generators, telephones, gasoline motors, 
paper, tools and agricultural machinery. In re- 
turn the Poles send mostly raw materials such 
as coal, mineral oils, matchwood, gasoline, 
Inagnesium, rolled steel, etc., and to transport 
these goods a direct steamship line has been 
started between Stockholm and Danzig. When 
the new port of Gdynia is finished much of the 
traffiC now passing through Stettin will go 
direct. kconomically Poland is looking up.

Lima, the Capital of Peru 


By WALLACE THOMPSON 


The charm of Lima, the capital of Peru, is elusive, but 
charm the city has, of a very definite character. As a 
Spanish colonial city it has its disappointments, and as 
a modern capital it does not stand out with Santiago or 
Buenos Aires, but none the less it is Lima, and its dusty, 
sunny, narrow streets, its overhanging balconies, tts 
portales on the square, and the palm-grown parks weave 
a picture one does not quickly forget. 

Lima is built of adobe, or sun-dried bricks, and so it 
has been since the days of the Conquest. Plaster or 
cement-covered, the building material closest at hand 
has furnished a far stouter method of construction than 
can be imagined from the description. For Lima, it must 
always be remembered, never has a downpour of rain, 
its total annual precipitation being about four inches, 
most of which comes In the form of heavy fogs, condens- 
ing on the streets and bulldings. 

There is no surface water, and one can 
almost any distance and find no moisture the 
virtually dust. This fact has its effect on the building 
problem, so that in the new colonies, for instance, one 
will see beautiful cottages going up, in every possible 
style of architecture, and all of them constructed of 
sun-dried bricks which have been made in the very yard 
of the house, and a few upright timbers! And if time 
presses, the owner moves in before the roof is finisbed, 
for it will not rain and the mists do not come until wel! 
into the winter, when the cold Humboldt current of July

noise which might even seem necessary could be greatly 
reduced if due consideration were given to the matter 

It is quite possible that President Coolidge would de 
clare a nationa! “Less Noise Week" if he were asked tu 
do so. There are public-spirited bodies throughout thie 
country that would probably get behind such a move 
ment. I believe there are already in existence Organiza 
tions formed primarily to help eliminate unnecessary 
noise.
